r j “Yhe Oceania confederation 
has secured a cross-confed- 
eration .cup. tournament 

involving the champions of 

Oceania and the champions of 

Asia, 

Acting OFC president Johnny 
Tinsley-Lulu of Vanuatu met recent- 
ly with the executive members of 
the Asian Confederation who ver- 
bally approved the competition 
between the two confederations. 

The competition to be known as 
the Asia/Pacific Cup is scheduled to 
begin in 2001 with the champions of 
Asia to meet the champions of 
Oceania in a two-leg home and 
away series to decide the champion. 

It is anticipated that from the fol- 
lowing season this competition 
could extend to the top two from 
each confederation in order to have

a four-nation tournament to decide 
the cup winner. 

It is also envisaged that in the 
coming years the competition will 
involye both under 17 and under 20 
equivalents in order to further the 
development of youth in the two 
Tegions, 

Oceania Confederation head of 
competitions Tai Nicholas was opti- 
mistic about the proposed competi- 
tion: 

“It’s a great innovation for the 
regions,” he said, “It could well be 
the catalyst for Oceania club teams 
to eventually enter or be invited to 
participate in the Asian club compe- 
titions as well.” 

The Asia/Pacific Cup, already 
approved by the Asian delegates, is 
expected to be rubber stamped by 
Oceania when it meets next in 
December.

rmer Canberra Cosmos and 
Fis« Sharks goalkeeper 
Anthony Giannasca will be 
using his vast experience to lead from 
the back during Belconnen Blue 
Devils’ initial campaign in the NSW 
Premier League.

He is no stranger to many of the 
‘opponents he will be facing this sum- 
mer, having made his debut in the old 
NSW State League in 1987 at the age 
of 17, and played for Canberra Deakin 
in the competition for several seasons. 


ark Viduka fired a four-goal 
warning to AC Milan on over 
e weekend as the Leeds 
striker limbered up for next week’s cru- 
cial Champions League clash at the San 
Siro. 

‘The tall Australian showed clinical fin- 
ishing and superb ball skills as he tured 
around a 2-0 deficit against Liverpool at 
Elland Road with a brace in each half. 

Leeds have been ravaged by injury all 
season but Viduka, David O'Leary's close- 
season purchase from Celtic, has made up 
for it by scoring nine goals in eight league 
appearances. 

Against Liverpool, he could do no 
wrong. 

“It was one of those games where every 
time I had a sniff at goal it went in,” said 
the man from Melbourne, 
whose match statistics read four 
attempts, four on target, four goals. 

“Very rarely do you get those sort of 
games, but it was good to be part of.” 
Viduka told SkySport he had scored four 
times in a match before, “but not in this big 
a game”. 

“We got off to a pretty bad start. We 
conceded two goals from set pieces and it 
was an uphill battle from then. 2 

“But you need a bit of luck in those sorts 
of situations and I had a couple of chances 
and put them away. And that gives the con- 
fidence back to the team.” 

Playing down his own contribution, 25- 
year-old: Viduka said it wasn’t his best per- 
formance in a football match.

WHITE HORSE FINAL 
‘ary Hamshere of suburban Salisbury East 
-k a nostalgic nerve when he penned the fol- 
Towing letter to the Adelaide “Advertiser” last week. 

“News of the major renovation of Wembley 
Stadium brought back memories. A lad of 14, I was 
taken by an uncle to see the first Wembley Cup final 
there in 1923 between Bolton and West Ham. 

‘The crowd was so great that, in the crush, walking 
to the ground my feet barely touched the ground. 

‘The gates were burst open and I can still see in my 
mind’s eye the policeman on the white horse trying 
to steady the crowd. 

‘The match was played with spectators solid along 
the touchlines, 

One of the moments when I was lifted, I saw 
David Jack score for Bolton. I cannot remember the 
score, but I know that Bolton won. 

Temigrated to Australia in 1970 with my family. 
As will be 92 next month, I doubt anyone else is left 
who saw that game. Quite a memory eh?” - SP 
(Harry) Hamshere. 

Quite a memory indeed, Harry. We can tell you 
that Bolton won the first FA Cup final at Wembley in 


left touchline, used his feet to keep the ball in play 
for Vizard, who centred to Smith. 

With so many people surrounding the pitch it was 
quite conceivable that this version was true. 

‘The game entered the history books as “The White 
Horse final” with Billy the horse and his policeman 
rider, PC George Scorey, the undoubted heroes, who 
miraculously controlled the estimated 200,000 
crowd to enable the final to proceed, 

The official attendance was a mere 126,047, but 
some suggest that 250,000 found their way into the 
vast bowl. 

Incredibly, nobody was killed when, at 2.15pm, 
the vast crowd broke the barriers. And when the first 
goal was scored, spectators keeled over like domi- 
noes. 

When the events were assessed, the FA reported 
that: “Arrangements are being made for next year’s 
Challenge Cup Final to be staged on an all-ticket 
basis.” Not suprisingly it has remained that way. 

According to our reference source (The book of 
football's The Sixty Memorable Matches) the 1923 
English final ranked highly in sporting history, tran- 
scending parochialism, opinion or immediate impact 
to become national legend. 

“For sheer dramatic, myth-making effect it is 
unlikely that any single occasion has ever compared 
with the 1923 Cup Final.”

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Russia did it a lot easier 
against Portugal winning 3-

‘The final was played in 
front of a packed house at 
the State Hockey Centre, a 
feat never seen before in 
the sport. 

Russia took the early 
lead via the penalty spot 
before Ukraine hit back 
twice to lead 2-1 at half 
time. 

Enter the Mamuka 
DzimiSTARishvili show, 
turing Ukraine inside out 
with the best solo perfor- 
mance of the toumament. 
Dzimistarishvili scored 
twice in the second half to 
cap of his hat trick and hand 
Russia their first gold 
medal in Paralympic foot- 
ball. 

Brazil claimed the 
bronze medal after an 
impressive 2-1 victory over 
Portugal, lead by star strik- 
er Luciano Rocha who 
scored twice. 

The minor placings 
resulted in Argentina com- 
ing fifth after their 5-2 rout 
of Spain, and Australia 
winning their first game of 
the toummament to come 
seventh, relegating defend- 
ing Paralympic Champions, 
the Netherlands to last.

"Bee Australian CP- 
‘Soccer team finished a 
very credible seventh in the 
competition, defeating 
three-time gold medallists 
the Netherlands 2-1 on the 
way. 

It is a team that was 
developed from scratch 
after Atlanta in 1996 by 
head coach and pioneer 
Russell Marriott. 

"It is the first time an 
Australian side has ever 
been put together for 
Cerebral Palsy soccer in the 
world,” he said. 

"The average age of that 
team is 19, so they're a very 
young side and looking at 
the competition, the way 
they performed and talking 
to other people they've got 
a very, very big future." 

This was the first major 
international competition 
for the team, having only

Their improvement has

T read with interest you article “Battle 


Plans” — especially four statements in the 
article. The first was that the league will 
include a minimum number of clubs (one 
each) from Queensland, South Australia, 
ACT, Northern New South Wales, and New 
Zealand. The second was the statement that 
the other six clubs would come from nine 
Sydney and Melbourne clubs. 


‘The third was that by inference clubs under 


the gun would seem to be Newcastle, Eastern 
Pride, Carlton and Sydney United. 


‘These three statements create two puzzles. 


First, there is the missing club: six plus nine 
leaves one missing. If, clearly, the reference 
to 
fact, NSWSF and VSF clubs, then the missing 
club would be Wollongong.

However, the most puzzling is the notion 


that the plan described put Newastle under 
particular pressure. It would seem, from the 
description of the plan, that the pressure for 
spots would be among clubs from the big fed- 
erations of New South Wales and Victoria, 
and that a club like Newcastle from a smaller 
federation like Northem New South Wales 
would be placed at an advantage by the plan. 


Does the author labour under the mistaken 


impression that Newcastle lies within the 
boundaries of the federation centered on 
Sydney? I can assure him that in the peculiar 
geography of Australian Soccer, New South 


Wales stops at Swansea, and that the area 
from the cities of Lake Macquarie and 
Newcastle on north to the Queensland border 
is the very same Northem New South Wales 
that scems to be one of the beneficiaries of the 
“geographical distribution” element of the 
plan, 

The final puzzling statement was the 
description of Con Constantine reinventing 
the Breakers as United and saving them from 
receivership. 

Oddly enough, in this-last week's paper, a 
quote from the administrator for Newcastle 
Breaker’s FC P/L indicated that he thought it 
was likely to be liquidiated. Meanwhile, the 
parent company, Newcastle Breakers P/L, 
continues to operate at their home ground 
while the new club founded by Con 
Constantine plays 10 minutes across town. 

‘The puzzle is how you managed to use so 
few words and get so many individual points 
wrong. Con Constantine may well have saved 
the NSL license for Newcastle, and kept 
essentially the same team that played last 
year, but he did so by founding a new club, 
not by rescuing the previous one.

coverage of the Serie A in Italy especially in 
light of our struggles here in Australia to get decent 
television coverage, 

In Italy, every major television channel has some form 
of soccer programme. There are preview shows, review 
shows and live coverage on pay-per-view. 

Some programmes are part of Italian culture; for 
instance a show called “O0th Minute” on Rai One (the 
largest television channel in Italy) on Sunday nights, is 
the top rating review show on soccer and it is on at about 
6.00 PM. 

Other programmes are also high-rating shows on 
‘Sunday evening - in fact, the review shows on soccer go 
well into the early hours on Monday morning! 

Television is saturated with coverage and other nights 

such as Friday, Saturday and Monday also have a pletho- 
I) ra of soccer programmes. 

‘The only problem in Italy is free-to-air live coverage 
of the Serie A and this doesn’t exist. All live coverage is 
‘on pay television, which is often not accessible, to many. 

Radio provides a live coverage of all Serie“A matches 
and it is also broadcast to a worldwide audience, includ- 
ing Australia, through the Rai International network. 

‘You can rest assured that every time there is a match 
on, it will be covered on radio, This includes all 
European Cup fixtures as well involving Italian teams. 

‘Newspaper coverage is also at saturation point. All the 
major dailies such as “La Repubblica”, “Il Corriere della 
Sera” and “Il Messaggero” have outstanding coverage - 
many pages dedicated to football. 

However, there is a lot more! There are three daily 
papers, “La Gazzetta dello Sport”; “Il Corriere dello 
Sport” and “Tuttosport”, entirely dedicated to sport that, 
in Italy, is basically three-quarters of the paper dedicated 
to football, 

Tn fact “La Gazzetta”, based in Milan, is the famous 
pink broadsheet that is available everywhere and is the 
Jargest selling of all newspapers in Italy! 

In terms of magazines there are far too many to men- 
tion. However, the weekly full-colour and glossy 
“Guerin Sportivo”, is part of Italian folklore and is gen- 
erally regarded as the premier football publication. 

Now with all that coverage, it is little wonder that the 
Serie A is so popular in Italy and hence the world, The 
information received by the public is so immense and 
Constant, that it often appears that no other sport exists 
except for when a Ferrari is racing in a Grand Prix,

tis hard to go past this week and not mention the 

jintment of Sven Goran Eriksson as England coach 
and the repercussions for Lazio in Italy. 

Tt was very interesting watching a tape of Eriksson in 
action the other day. In the morning, he attended a press 
conférence in London conversing perfectly in English 
and that same afternoon, he was back in Rome at anoth- 
er press conference conversing perfectly in Italian! 

Until last year in the Serie A, when Lazio won the 
Scudetto, he had a reputation for being the coach that 
couldn’t win anything major. His teams would only get 
so far and then that would be it. 

Eriksson had stints at Sampdoria and Roma before 
taking over at Lazio. He was one of the very few coach- 
es (like Zdenek Zeman, currently at Napoli) to have 
coached both at Roma and Lazio who are bitter rivals. 

Amongst the players he has a lot of respect but main- 
ly because he is not a strict disciplinarian, I was told 
recently by a former Lazio player who is now a television 
commentator. He is totally the opposite of say of a 
Zeman, Giovanni Trapattoni or Fabio Capello. 

Rumours abound that former great player, Roberto 
Mancini, who is currently Eriksson's assistant, will 
replace Eriksson next year at Lazio. However, this would 
appear to be a strange choice because Mancini who only 
Tetired last year, has no major coaching experience and 
only joined Lazio late in his career after spending the 
bulk of it at Sampdoria.

lhe speculation is over, Sven-Goran Eriksson 
has been chosen to try and lead England out of 

the footballing wilderness and into the 
promised land, You can be sure that he will have to go 
through an arduous journey (although it shouldn’t 
take 40 years) if he is going to get there. 

Enough of the ordinary biblical references. Has there 
been such a decision in the English game of late that has 
Ted to such divided opinions? 

After England lost the World Cup qualifier to 
Germany at Wembley, the media, the punters and more 
than likely the players, almost unanimously agreed that 
the likeable Keegan was right to resign. They all pretty 
much wanted the same man to replace him as well; for- 
mer boss Terry Venables. 

Yet Eriksson's appointment has split the footballing 
community down the middle. 

Some people think the decision was inevitable and a 
Positive step forward whilst others believe it amounts to 
treason and that it will cause irrevocable damage to the 
English game. 

‘There is definitely both pro’s and con’s about the 
Swede getting England’s top job but ultimately he will 
be assessed, as all managers should be, by results on the 
field. Unfortunately for him, media scrutiny will be 
intense and he may not receive as much time and support 
as a locally bom gaffer would. 

Those who support the appointment believe the time 
has come for English football to bite the bullet and 
accept help from abroad. Eriksson’s record at club level 
is impressive, he speaks good English and there is really 
no current English Premier League manager that is ready 
to take on such a difficult job. 

‘The Lazio manager has admitted that he does not 
know a great deal about English football but this could 
well be a good thing. He will bring in new ideas and 
won't deem it necessary to pick David Seaman, Paul 
Ince or Phil Neville. 

Eriksson’s detractors are certain that his club commit- 
ments ’will get in the way, that decades of tradition are 
being discarded and that he is untrustworthy because he 
failed to honour an agreement with Blackbum a few 
years ago. 

“What! A Swede?” they have bellowed. Sure, it is a 
small country that is known for it’s safe cars, mass pro- 
duced DIY furniture and Nina Persson, the lead singer of 
The Cardigans (You may not know her, but believe me 
she is one of Sweden’s finest assets). They have done 
alright on the football front as well. 

In any case, it is a great challenge for the 52-year-old 
and a natural progression in his career. He has achieved 
a great deal in his years as a manager so why shouldn’t 
he back himself and try and rejuvenate one of world feot- 
ball’s biggest underachievers. 

Sweden, Switzerland and the Republic of Ireland 
(albeit with a bunch of Scousers) have all achieved their 
best results under foriegn managers. They mightn’t have 
won anything but they certainly gave their fans plenty to 
cheer about. England have won diddly squat since the 
1966 World Cup meaning two generations of football 
fans have grown up having never witnessed any success. 

Hell they haven’t even made a final. This is pretty 
unacceptable for a country that boasts one of the best 
Teagues of the world and is where the game originated. 

Football is the world game and time’s change. Maybe 
it is time to lose the nationalistic rhetoric and, dare I say 
it, drop the superiority complex and one never knows, 
maybe success is just around the comer. And if it’s not? 
So what, start again. If a country has spent 34 years in the 
desert, what's another six on the way to the promised 
land. 

It is interesting to think of the uncertainty that 
Eriksson’s appointment has caused in England and com- 
pare it to the situation here in Australia. England had 
never considered hiring a foreign manager whilst for 
years Australia was scared not to. Like I said, times 
change.
